Press.—-Members of the Big Four 
brotherhoods and the Switchmen's 
Union of North America can help tie 
striking shopmen most by remaining 
at work, preserving the peace and 
not playing into tie hands of tho rail- 
roads in such manner as to cause gov- 
ernment intervention in tie strike, ac- 
cording to a statement signed by the 
five grand chiefs and printed in the 
current number of the Brotherhood of 
Locomotive Engineers Journal. 


"Use Common Sense," Says Plea 
Engineers are advised by the state- 


ment that they are not expected to 
take out engines which will endanger 
their lives because of bad condition, 
but are told to "use some common 
sense in this important matter," and 
not "tie up power on account of some 
technical violation of the law that 
you know is of little or no import- 
ance."

ering his first and only cam- 
paign speech here before the pri- 
maries in September. Now he's 
Bill Morgan. 


The hall was packed; that is, vir- 


tually every seat was taken. -At 8:05 
p. in. William J. Morgan entered the 
hall and was escorted to the plat- 
form by Colonel Frank H. Fowler, 
candidate for re-election to Ihe assem- 
bly from tie 
first district, of La 


Crosse. 
The visitor was still Wil- 


liam J. Morgan, etc., etc., etc. After 
a brief introelnctory talk by Colonel 
Fowler. Mr. William J. Morgan took 
the center of the stage and likewise 
launched forth on his speech. 


The hall was sort of stnffy. 
Mr. 


William .T. Morgan assumed ,a some- 
what high anel lofty position and the 
speech was on. It was all very dig- 
nified. 
The audience sat up straight 


and dignified, too. 
But, soon all that 


was changed. Mr. William ,T. Morgan 
couldn't stand the solemn business— 
nor the stuffiness any longer. 
He 


started to peel off his 'coat. The au- 
dience gasped—just a little—and the 
speech went merrily on. Still it was 
stuffy for Mr. William J. Morgan. 
Then the unexpected happened. The 
speaker suddenly became BILL MOR- 
GAN—just plain Bill, un'erstand—for 
with, one flip and a jerk he tore off 
collar and tie. stuffed his shirt down 
around his belt and begnn to deliver 
sledge hammer blows 
at 
Governor 


Blaine. his ticket and the platform on 
which Blaine is making his fight. 


Ladies Approve 


Bill Morgan started in to apologize 


for his manner of clearing the decks 
for action when a feminine voice in 
the rear said: "Oh. that is all right, 
all our husbands do the same thing." 


Taking up his opponent's claims 


one by one. Mr. Morgan knocked 
them all clear back to.Boscobel. He 
divided the issues into two classes— 
false issms and misleading issues. 


Among the false issues of the cam- 


paign Mr. Morgan placed, the efforts 
being runde on the part of radicals to 
masquerade ns progressives. Another 
false issue, the speaker said, was the 
"wet" and ''dry" 
element that had 


been injected into the campaign. 


"As long as the 18th amendment 


is still in force all the governors can't 
give a workjngman one glass of beer 
nor all the legislators ftin't give a 
v.-oman n sip 'if wine. 
I want to tell 


you right now that I sranrl for strict 
jaw enforcement." he said. 


Among tlie misleading issues in trie 


campaign, Mr. Morgan placed Elaine's 
fight on tax dodgers and efforts to 
obtain a repeal of trie secrecy clause 
in income assessments. 


The Great Tax Dodging Cry 


"The only real point my opponent 


has In his platform is his fight on 
'tax .lodgers,' " said 
Mr. Morgan, 


"and the innney that, he has collected 
for the state that was 'wrongfully 
withheld.' Why, the last year Gover- 
nor I'hilipy: was in office he collected 
thousands of dollars in taxes that had 
been withheld and there wasn't a 
word snid about it. 
Now that is all 


yon hear from the other side." 


The pardoning of prisoners in the 


state's penitentiary also wns held out 
as a misleading issue. Applause greet- 
ed Mr. Morgan'-: remarks that instead 
of so much maudlin sentiment being 
expended 
nn prisoners, 
something 


should be done for their victims. 


"I am not pe:ng to tell the working-

ended retail advertising in the Chicago papers 
was less than it has been for years. People could 
not come down to shop, and the big stores found 
efforts to get business were simply thrown away. 
The strike cost Chicago collectively anything 
from $1,200,000 to what you please above that. 


And it was settled, after six days, by a com-| 


promise that could very well have been reached 
Ihe day before it began. 
Neither side won. 


Each, after five days of protesting that the thing 
was impossible, gave up the best part of its de- 
mands and at the finish declared itself satisfied 
with the result.

I 
have not time to go through all tbe 
list, nor would I assume at this time 
t h n t I would be able to pick out with- 
out, f u r t h e r study every possibility of 
consolidation nnd e l i m i n a t i o n of un- 
necessary or" useless offices.

hnve ment-ioncd just n few to show 
you what my attitude is and to show 
you definitely by way of illustration 
that I mean business on this program 
of economy nnd efficiency by means 
of consolidating 
nnd 
co-ordinating 


existing ngencies nnd securing co-op- 
eration between them. 
There must- 


be something wrong when 21 inspec- 
tors of the state register at one hotel 
in a single city of the state on the 
same day. 
There is room for co-op- 


erntion when such a situation arises. 
Tt Is not enough to t a l k economy. 
We nre fncpr] with n situation where 
taxes must be reduced 'nnd we have 
got fo stop spending money unneces- 
sarily instead of merely talking about 
economy. 
Wants Taxes Pair in Two Install- 


ments 


Furthermore, while I nni on the 


subject of taxes, let me say that there 
is no good reason why we should be 
compelled to pny all of our tnxes at 
the beginning of the year. 
It. is com- 


mon knowledge that the present sys- 
tem accumulates 
millions 
in 
the 


hands of the stnte nnd its munici- 
palities, months before the money is 
needed 
for public 
oxppiisps. 
'The 


system now is to take this taxpayers' 
mon'ey and loan it out fo state deposi- 
tories at ,'! per cent interest. 
These 


banks thnt get the money have to 
furnish bonds, usually they furnish 
surety bonds 
at 
considerable ex- 


pense. 
They do not know how long 


the money will be with them and 
such n fund cannot, be handled by 
the banks unless they gpt at least 3 
per cent more than they are pnying. 
The result is that tbe taxpayer is of- 
ten obliged to go to the bank ami bor- 
row his own money at not. less than 
6 per cent interest in order to make 
up the money that he has paid, in 
taxes. There'is no benefit to any one 
from such n system, unless it lie to 
some banker here or there who may 
be charging more t h a n G per cent 
when he loans out the state funds. 
and there 
is no reason 
why there 


should be n hardship placed upon the 
runny for the benefit of the very few. 
Twenty states in onr union now per- 
mit the semi-annual payment of tax- 
es, and I favor ;i Inw tli.it will permit 
our taxpayers at thejr own option to 
pay half their taxes at the usual time 
and the balance directly to t h p coun- 
ty treasurer six months later. 
The 


prompt, payment of thp first install- 


\ ment should be made a condition 
to 


securing the six months' extension of 
limp for the payment of the last half.

growing state it, was all right, to pity 


j o u r tnxes once n year.

A home owning people are a happy 


people. 
If every voter in Wisconsin 


owned his or her own home, the so- 
cialists could nr-ver gain control of 
I lie slate. 
A n y t h i n g that we can do 


j to help onr citizens acquire ownership 


I of a part, of the very soil should be 
done. 
The man who owns a part of 


the stntc will protect it, and I favor 
a reasonable 
tax 
exemption upon 


homes ncciipiod by the owner. 
We 


can do no other one thing t h a t will 
so much 
s t i m u l a t e 
home building, 


home ownership. 


Society is interested 
anrl the wel- 


fare of the state promoted in flevelop- 
iug the talents and ability of all citi- 
zens of the stnte, but society is oqnnl- 
ly interested in requiring thnt all citi- 
zens utilise, their talents and abili- 
ties for the common benefit, in useful 
occupations. 
And while there is no 


time to talk about increasing taxes 
when we all know thnt, taxes should 
be lowered and not raised.-yet I wish 
to be understood as favoring an in- 
crease 
o£ taxes 
upon inheritances 


progressively graduated first, and up- 
on the, larger incomes second, should 
any emergency arise requiring addi- 
tional revenue. 
The burden of taxa- 


tion will be equalized 1n proportion 
to the ability to pay tnxes by such 
reasonable tax exemption upon homes 
as I have already advocated and it. is 
unnnecesstiry to disturb the present 
rates upon income or inheritance tax- 
es except in case of emergency. 


Much hns been said about, repealing 


the secrecy clause which protects nil 
income tax returns from public in- 
spection. 
It is n case of much talk 


with l i t t l e merit, behind the proposal. 


Two members of the tax commission 


aver that 
a repeal of 
the secrecy 


clause would do no pood whatever in 
assisting the state in collecting the 
taxes on inromes to which it is law- 
fully entitled and the proposition is 
one that contains much mischief. Let 
us suppose thp case of two competi- 
tors in business, one is in straight- 
ened financial circumstances; he hns 
made large loans nnd is heavily ob- 
ligated, for merchandise. 
If bis com- 


petitor can have 'access to his income 
tax returns and see just who this 
merchant owes and just when it is 
due; he will know how nnd when to 
apply thp pressure that, will break his 
competitor. 
No businessman, no far- 


mer can afford to have Tom. I>ick, or 
Harry know just exactly what 
his 


obligations nre, who he owes 
and 


when it is due. 
That is his private 


business 'that he does not cnre to 
have advertised to the world. 


Returns Look True on Face 
I would like to submit to some of 


these advocates of tbe repeal of the 
secrecy clause the income tax return of 
a fair sized business, sny a manufac- 
turing corporation and ask them to 
tell me from an inspection of thnt 
return whether it was true or fnlse, 
whether the taxpayer had made n 
correct return or whether an income 
was being concealed upon which n tax 
should be paid. 
Sty friends, it would 


be impossible for him to say. No one 
except a competent accountant, who 
had access to the firm's books could 
determine whether the return was 
true or false. 
The tux commission 


now hns access to these books and 
its auditors do ixnmine returns nnd 
do 
require 
additional information. 
They and 
they 
nlone 
cnii detect 


whether the return is trup or fjilsp, 
whether if is correct or incorrect 
I 


doubt not thnt many returns nrp mndn 
which arc incorrect, but that does 
not necessarily mean that they are 
made, with an intent to defraud. 
As a matter of fact, onr 
stats 


treasurer has paid'bark more than 
$33,000 in income taxes that 
were 


overpaid bora use the taxpayers made 
an error in their returns. 
These ad- 


vocates of the, repeal of the secrecy 
clause do not tell yon about that, they 
are not telling you that they find 
mistakes in favor of the state and 
against the taxpayer just as surely 
as they are finding mistakes against 
the state and in favor of the tax- 
payer. 
A member of the ta.x com- 


mission has said that, not one dollar 
in income taxes has ever been recov- 
ered upon information furnished by 
an outsider, in other words, upon the 
kind of information that would come 
if income ta,x returns were 
marie 


public for every busybody to 
pry 


into. 


The chief executive of this state, 


whose constitutional duty it is to see 
that the laws are faithfully executed, 
has repeatedly charged 
in 
public 


speeches that tax dodgers have de- 
frauded the state o£ large sums in in- 
come taxes. 
If that be so why no 


prosecutions? 


Across a narrow hallway from thn 


governor's office in the state capitol 
is the office of the attorney general. 
The attorney general has no authori- 
ty to bring actions to recover taxes 
fraudulently withheld or to 
secure 


the imposition of the penalties pro- 
vided by law, except when requested 
or directed to do so by the .governor. 
I think the attorney general 
has 


shown a disposition to 
co-operate 


with every official for the purpose of 
protecting the interest of the state. 
But if the governor does not desire 
the co-operation of the. attorney gen- 
eral to vindicate the law which he 
claims has been violated, then he has 
at his beck and call a district attor- 
ney in every county of this state, 71 
sworn public officials whose duty it 
would be to institute appropriate ac- 
tions upon the direction of the gov- 
ernor. 
This situation, of the chief 


executive charging from 
the 
plat- 


form the violation of our laws by in- 
come tax dodgers without taking a.c- 
tion against .them, suggests the pic- 
ture of a man who stands be.side a 
fire alarm box and watches a great 
building burn and bewails the cala- 
mity even while he refuses to turn in 
the alarm that would call the fire de- 
partment. 


Special Session Held Undefcnsibte 
The special session of the legisla- 


ture was indefensible. Not one thing 
was accomplished that could not be 
accomplished either at. the last regu- 
lar session or at the next regular ses- 
sion. The time during which tlie tax 
commission could go back waa ex- 
tended from three to sijc years but 
that could be done at the, next regu- 
lar session. 
In fact at the next ses- 


sion it could be made ten years as 
well as six. An emergency appropri- 
ation had already been made to the 
tax commission, and if all this money 
which, we hear has been 
recovered 


has in fact been paid in there were 
abundant funds to repay the fund out 
of which the emergency appropria- 
tion was made without the necessity 
ot a special session oC the legislature. 
One constructive law was passed that 
would have been helpful immediately 
and that was to make the income tax 
returns accessible to 
the 
attorney 


general and to district attorneys that 
would have assisted these officers in 
prosecuting combinations in restraint 
of trade which profiteer 
and 
fix 


prices. Rut that one constructive and 
necessary law passed at the special 
session which we coulil have used 
with, telling effeei in the Milwaukee 
bread case, for instance, was vetoed 
by the governor. 
Did you ever see a 


child who wanted a stick of candy 
when it was offered a half a st.ick— 
that was all that was good for it, all 
that it -needed—throw the half stick 
away and run about the house cry- 
ing for tho rest o£ the day? 


If I were governor and the legisla- 


ture would paas a good law 
that 


would operate for the real benefit of 
the people, I would not veto it simply 
because I thought that the law ought 
to go a little bit farther, and especi- 
ally I would not veto it if the legis- 
latura went the full length that was 
required an'd passed a law that an- 
swered all legitimate purposes. 


Candidates on 
the 
independent 


-progressive republican ticket stand 
pledged to work for an amendment 
of the workman's compensation law 
that will provide for a review of any 
reward of the industrial commission 
which an injured workman may bo 
advised is unjust in the county of the 
Injured man's residence. 
Under the 


present provision of the compensa- 
tion law all decisions of the indus- 
trial commission can 
be reviewed 


only in circuit court of Dane county. 
It appears to me that this often am- 
ounts to a denial of the right of ap- 
peal to the injured workman because 
the expense of his lawyer going to 
Madison to argue his case is prohi- 
bitive. If I am a workman employed 
in Green Bay or Ashland or Superior 
or Wausau, and if I am injured in 
my employment to an extent and un- 
der circumstances that entitle me to 
an award of $500, and if perchance 
the industrial commission should err 
in its findings, because of some mis- 
conception of the law and deny me 
any compensation I would he helpless 
under the present law. 
My lawyer 


would be limited by law to a possible 
fee of $50. Manifestly, after argu- 
ing the case before the industrial 
commission in my home town, hav- 
ing previously prepared it for trial, 
he has already spent all the time 
thnt he can well afford to for such 
a fee.. It is too much to expect him 
to travel to Madison and spend from 
two to three days additional to se- 
cure a review of the award, 
nor 


could I afford to pay his expense on 
such a trip after having been out of 
employment for some time, on ac- 
count of injuries, unless I had sub- 
stantial savings to fall back upon. 
On the other hand, under the am- 
endment which I advocate, if 
my 


lawyer was convinced that the indus- 
trial commission was wrong in its 
decision, he would not hesitate 
to 


spend an additional three hours on 
the ease if lie could go over to the 
court bouse .in his county seat and 
argue, the matter before the circuit 
court there. 
We need have no fear 


that this amendment will give rise to 
vexatious appeals for the lawyer will 
have the case upon a contingent fee 
and unless be is convinced that he 
has more than an even chance of re- 
versing the award of the industrial 
commission he is not going to spend 
any more time on the case after it 
lias been decided by the commission. 
If there is one thing that our consti- 
tution intends the citizens of this 
state should enjoy, it is justice. Jus- 
tice should be free and as certain as 
we can make it. and it should not be 
burdened with unnecessary expenses. 
It seems to me. that the present pro- 
vision of the industrial compensation 
law which permits the review of an 
award only in the circuit court, of 
Dane county is contrary to the spirit, 
of our constitution, and we cannot 
afford to take even the chance of be- 
ing itnjust and denying an injured 
workman his legal rights under the 
law. 


For (he Eisht-Hour Day 
At the last republican sta'te plat- 


form convention a plank was-adopted 
and incorporated in the republican 
state platform upon my motion. 
It 


rends as follows: 
"The basic eight 


hour day should be adopted in indus- 
tries when reasonably applicable with 
the r e t u r n ' o f normal conditions iu 
order that the welfare of our citizens 
may be promoted by giving such ci- 
tizens time for something more than 
eating, sleeping and working." 
This 


platform pledge was never kept. 
I 


reiterate my adherence to it. 
We 


have in industry returned to normal 
conditions. Wartime conditions have 
passed, and the basin eight hour day 
in industries where reasonably ap- 
plicable is just in principle. It does 
not mean that the eight hour day 
should be universal. I lived on the 
farm too long not to know that the 
eight hour day is not applicable to 
agricultural pursuits. There are cer- 
tain seasons of the year' when the 
farmer must work long hours, in oth- 
er words, he must make hay while 
the sun shines. 
On the other hand, 


there are certain industries in which 
eight hours imposes too great a tax 
on the physical powers. 
A deep-sea 


diver, for instance, could not work 
steadily for eight, hours. 
But I am 


sure that we all agree that wages 
and working conditions must be fair. 
that workers must have an opportun- 
ity for mental and social development 
and rec.rea.fion. 
The welfare of our 


state depends upon the prosperity 
and happiness o£ every class of our 
citizens. 
Deny hope to the great 


body of laboring men and you im- 
peril the continued existence of our 
government. 
Make it possible for 


them to own their own homes and 
give (them an opportunity for recre- 
ation, for mental and social improve- 
ment and you guarantee the contin- 
ued existence of our institutions. 


Another plank in 
our 
platform

"Idle lands held

I have seen enough of the.; 


struggle of the settlers in this north- :' 
ern country of ours Ito appreciate the . 
necessity of giving every aid and as- . 
sistance. 
They are wresting a farm 


not out of a natural forest but out of , 
a forest that has been destroyed and 
devastated. They are pioneers and it 
takes courage and industry to create 
a farm in the wilderness. 
Through 


the first five years they must co«nt " 
every penny; they have 
everything 


but money and a five-year period: 
without tnxes while they are getting 
a start may mean the dlfference'be- 
tween success and failure. 
But it is 


not only the north of the state that 
should be interested in this proposi-, 
tion. We of the south are Interested 
as well for we nre enriched by every- 
thing that builds wp this country. 
We have a common interest in the 
development of our state and, while 
the benefit to the settler may be most 
immediate, there is a 
substantial 


benefit to all the people of the state 
by the agricultural development of 
this region. 


Definite Rural Credits Platform 
About everyone agrees that some- 


thing should be done about rural 
credits. 
All have come to realize' 


that the manufacturer and merchant 
whose products are quickly sold can, 
be accommodated by short term 
loans, that their problems are differ- 
ent than that o£ the farmer -whose 
business 
requires 
financing 
upon 


long term loans. 
We offer a definite 


and concrete solution of the rural 
credit problem and advocate a sys- 
tem of long time rural credits by 
amendment of the Land Mortgage 
Association Act .y> that it will sup- 
plement the federal land bank sys- 
tem along similar lines and under 
state supervision. 


We pledge ourselves to encourage 


and assist the co-operative marketing 
of farmland dairy products. 
One of^ 


tbe great stumbling blocks of co-oper- 
ative associations is tin inadequate 
system of financing and an improper 
system of accounting. We have the 
facilities in state agencies already 
created of working out a uniform ac- 
counting system for co-operative so- 
cieties, nnd I believe the co-operative 
associations would welcomes law that 
would place their financial operations 
and methods of bookkeeping under 
stnte financial operations in much the 
same manner that state banks are 
now supervised by the commissioner -* 
of tiankinpr. 
Every failure of n co- 


operative enterprise due to unsound 
business practices, handicaps tbe co-.

harder for the next to succeed. Vexa- 
tious regulations which hamper""runr- • 
keting nud endanger the reputation of 
Wisconsin products should be with- 
drawn and the extravagant waste of 
taxpayers' money should be snved and 
applied to constructive co-operative 
effort. 
I have not. the time tonight 


to tell yon the story of what has hap- 
pened in the case^f Wisconsin cheese. 
Suffice it to say that, nn arbitrary 
rnlins has been promulgated reflniriiij* 
the grading of nil the cheese made by 
the twenty-three hundred cheese fac- 
tories in the stnte into three grades 
and requiring thnt each cheese be la- 
beled, Wisconsin fancy, Wisconsin No. 
1, or Wisconsin No. 2. 
The grading 


is based upon texture, color and flav- 
or, all relative Qualities, anrl flavor. 
at least, a variable quality. These 
brands must be placed upon the cheese 
before, the pnrnffine is applied and 
within five days or a week after 
cheese is branded "Wisconsin Fancy" 
it may develop acidity and turn sour, 
nnd a sour cheese sold as Wisconsin 
fancy or sold even in the green con- 
dition before its flavor is fully rip- 
ened will often defeat the years'of ef- 
fort we hnve spent in building up a 
reputation fov quality in one of Wis- 
consin's chief food products. 


This is a pood time to refer again 


to the subject of economy. The mar- , 
ketiiiK commission has enjoyed since 
the Inst. session of the legislature an 
annual appropriation of $116,000 and 
fees.

them is being- made and also by re- 
pealing certain exemptions which fur- 
nish cover for fraud. 
I have in mind 


particularly that, provision which ex- 
empts notes payable in two years 
from the provisions of the act. Short- 
ly after I took office the Co-opera- 
tive Society of America invaded this 
state with a corps of salesmen to sell 
what, they called debentures in a com- 
mon law trust. They took the position 
that as a common law trust they were 
not required to secure a permit for 
the sale of their debentures from the 
railroad commission. 
We rendered 


an opinion to the contrary and advis- 
ed the director of securities division 
that they were within the terms of the 
act and the sale of their debentures 
without a permit was a violation of 
the law. 
As fast as I heard of their 


activities in different counties I called 
the district attorneys on the long dis- 
tance telephone and suggested that 
they issue warrants 
for the arrest 


been made to determine the point at 
issue. 
I was obliged to stretch my 


power until it cracked in that case, 
but I was convinced that It was nec- 
essary to do so in order to protect 
the people of our state from an in-
